Dykes Are Weakened br | 
Crest of Another Rise; 


More Water Is Expected 


in Few Hours. 


Kennett, Mo., June 16.—(#)—Al- 
most vainly fighting to keep back the 
steadily rising waters of the St. Fran- 
cis river, more than 3,000 farmers, 
business and professional men battled 
on tonight in a desperate effort. to 
save the remainder of their crops and 
homes from floods. 

The workers were leaving nothing 
unturned in their unceasing toil to 
strengthen the weakened spots along 
a 25-mile front to the north of here, 
after the 15-foot break which occurred 
early today, inundating more than ~9,- 
ooo acres of land and driving hun- 
dreds of families from their hom.s. 
Ample warning was given those in the 
area flooded. 

Task Seems Hopeless. 

At several points near Campbell, to 
the north of here, the task of keeping 
ack seemed hopeless this 
afternoon, with the dykes weakened 
by seepage. It was believed by some 
that the crest of the third rise, which 
was expected to exceed the flood stage 
of last night by a foot and a half, 
would appear tonight or tomorrow. 

Those who have been working con- 
stantly since the first signs of danger 
early this week were of the opinion 
that should the crest be reached to- 
night, nothing would keep the waters 
from breaking through to flood 75,000 
additional acres of land. Others con-

Sarl OF VICTORY 
DESPITE ENEMIES 


New York Governor Needs 
But 48 Votes To Win 
Nomination andDeclares 
These Are Assured. 


GAINS 26 MORE 
IN PAST WEEK 


Hope of Opponents Is To 
Cement “Favorite Son” 
Votes Into Block of One 
Over a Third.

Washington, June 16.—(#)—The 
political spotlight, centered on Kansas 
City and the republicans during the 
past week, is now turned on Houston. 
There the democrats, hoping to avert 
a repetition of the strife that split 
their ranks four years ago at Madison 
Square Garden, are beginning to as- 
semble to select presidential and vice 
presidential nominees and draft a 
party platform. 

The republican line-up for the cam- 
paign has been determined. Hoover 
and Curtis are the party standard 
bearers. The platform on which they 
stand calls, dmong other things, for 
vigorous enforcement of the prohibi- 
tion amendment, and goes along with 
the administration on farm relief. 

At Houston, the big question to be 
settled is whether Governor Smith, of 
New York, is to be the presidential 
nominee, That issue overshadows all 
others, including the prohibition ques- 
tion, which is intertwined with his 
candidacy and farm relief. 

In 1924 Smith and McAdoo fought 
each other to a standstill in the New 
York convention, both losing out in 
the end. This year McAdoo is not a 
candidate. Smith, however, is, and 
he has gathered up such an impres- 
sive total of delegates that he stands 
out, far ahead, but nevertheless the 
target of a determined, though some- 
what scattered opposition, which in- 
tends to fight him to the end. 


One State Left. 

Only the delegates from one state— 
the 24 from Virginia, where a con- 
vention will be held next week—re- 
main to be chosen. ~ With 733 1-3 of 
the 1,100 convention votes needed to 
nominate, the Smith men claim that 
their candidate is within an ace of 
total, and may have it before 
balloting begins. 

Of the 686 delegates placed in the 
Smith column by his supporters, 516 
are classified by them as definitely 
instructed or pledged for him, The 
remainder, as they see it, are unin- 
structed delegates who are certain to 
support the New York governor at 
the outset. In addition they have 
their eyes on 38 additional delegate 
votes which they predict will swing 
Smith quickly. This would give

SUMMER PALACE 


Brule, Wis., June 16.—(4)—While 
President Coolidge busied himself to- 
day with the whims of Brule river 
trout, Mrs. Coolidge took the oppor- 
tunity of inspecting spacious Cedar 
Island Lodge over which she will pre- 
side the coming summer months. 

Feeling better than at any time 
since her relapse the first of the week 
Which caused a two-day postponement 
of the trip west, the “first lady of 
the land” visited the many rooms of 


the one-story dwelling on the river 
island. She was impressed with the 
comfort and conveniences to be had 
in this northernmost tip of Wisconsin, 
stretches of which appear as wild as 
in the days when the Chippewas and 
Sioux Indians fought for its posses- 
sion. 

White cedar bark covers the out- 
side of the lodge, built a quarter of 
a century ago by the late Henry Clay 
Pierce. The central part of the roof 
rises to a peak, surmounted by a 
flagstaff topped with a fish weather- 
vane, 

Overlooking the dock in front is a 
small screened porch, while at the rear 
is a much larger screened verandah. 
The front door opens into an octagon- 
al room, about 15 feet across, and a 
wide door leads into the living room 
beyond. Six doors open from the re- 
ception room into as many bedrooms, 
three on each side of the house. There 
were five children in the Pierce fam 
ily and these rooms were planned for 
them. 

Opening off the living room at tlie 
rear, on either side, are two Jarger 
bedrooms, set aside for President and 
Mrs. Coolidge. They were formerly 
occupied by Mr. and Mrs. Pierce. 

Above the doors in the reception 
room are mounted heads of five curi- 
bou, two elk, one antelope, all killed 
by Mr. Pierce. The walls of the re- 
ception and living rooms are done. in 
tan burlap. The furniture througl- 
out the lodge is imported French rut- 
tan, red velour covers the floor of 
the living room which contains a play- 
er piano of dull gold finish. 

When not actually fishing, Mr. 
Coolidge will find pleasure in the 
large library of handsomely bound 
books. On the mantle a clock brought 
from Switzerland plays a tune every 

our, 

_ Mrs. Coolidge’s bedroom, the largest 
in the lodge, is done in blue and ad- 
joining is a bath, nearly as large as 
the bedroom, finished in marble with 
the exception of the ceiling and floor. 
In building this bathroom, Mr. Pierce 
sent @ man on a country-wide search 
for marble “without gray streaks” as 
the commoner marble has. Nine 
blocks were finally found in Minnea- 
polis. Even the window and dovr 
casings of the bathrooms in the lodce 
are of white marble. 7 

_ The dining hall in a separate build- 
ing on the mainland, contains three 
chandeliers made especially for Mr. 
Pierce, _ Six small globes are arranged 
in a cirele and suspended from the 
eenter of each cluster of globes is a 
basket of metal containing a fish of 
Special composition which makes it 
glitter when the lights are on. 

Five servants’ bedrooms are in the 
building. he kitchen would delight 
the heart of a housekeeper. A wide 
stove occupies one end, a sink the 
other.

the ceiling are neces from the 
walls. Beyond the kitchen are two 
refrigerators with marble and plate 
glass lined compartments.

Yet here in Kansas City this week 
there has been a very pronounced re- 
crudescence of political history. Var-

The 
successful prosecution of that war 
and the beneficial results of it to the 
United States, rather put the whigs 
in 9 hole when the campaign of 1848S 
came on, They had no defense of 
their conduct that looked acceptable | 
to the people, and therefore in plan-| 
ning for that campaign they had to) 
practically change front and employ 
a new strategy. Consequently when 
fley met in national convention in| 
June, 1848, they nominated for pres- 
ident General Zachary ‘Taylor, of 
Louisiana, who had been one of the 
successful generals in the Mexican 
war.

Clay was our candidate and when not 
only whig principles were well defined 
and clearly asserted, but whig meas- 
ures depended upon success. ‘The heart 
that was with us then is with us now, 
and we have a soldier's word of hon- 
or and a life of public and private 
Virtue as the security.” 

A singular fact in relation to the 
above is that General Taylor had pre- | 
viously publicly declared that he real-| 
ly did not Sc aley to which political 
party he properly belonged and that 
he had not cast a vote in an election 
for 40 years previous.

One of Atlanta's towering figures has passed 
from the life of the city he loved so well, the 
city which is the greater for his having lived 
and worked in it and for 1t. 


But the spirit of A. G. Rhodes will live in 
the actual structure of Atlanta, for he was one 
of the forces in its building and development. 
He was a great fountain of energy, a tower of 
character, and a warm hearth in which glowed 
the fires of loyalty and human compassion. And 
all these qualities were devoted to the construc~ 
tive purpose of building for the future of which 


he had a glorious vision. 


Mr. Rhodes was truly a pioneer of Atlanta, 
both as an individual and asa business man, hav- 
ing originated and developed a great field of 
service in business that touched many thou- 
sands of homesinthe community. It wasin At- 
lanta that he grew from young manhood to vig~ 
orous maturity and to a forceful old age—and 
it was here that he expended a wealth of enthu- 
siasm and initiative that made him a-man to 
serve as a model of constructive citizenship. 


To say that A. G. Rhodes will be missed, asa 
citizen, as a business leader, and as a man, 1s a 
weak utterance. Those who knew him and who 
loved him have not at this time the words to ex= 
press adequately their sense of the loss: but this 
community must surely feel that his passing 
leaves a vacancy in the ranks of the rugged and 
indomitable builders of a great city, among the 
men of great works and greater faith of whom 
the magnificent Atlanta of today is the dlorious 
bequest—a vacancy that cannot be filled. 


Mr. Rhodes was vigorous almost until the 
end, a circumstance that is one of the truest 
measures of the man. Strength of sinew, 
strength of soul, and strength of character were 
his marks. And with it all there was in his be- 
ing the true form of dreatness, which is simplic- 
ity. His was the heart of exuberant youth. His 
was the hand of democracy. His were the tastes 
of an honest and straightforward American. 


The career of Mr. Rhodes will long serve as 
a model to youth. It stands as a monument to 
the dynamic energy, the will to achieve and to 
build. the humanity in effort and the unselfish- 
ness in attainment, which we are proud to feel 
are attributes of our national character.

McNary said he believed that the 
farm relief bill, without the equaliza- 
tion fee which twice has brought 
about a presidential veto of the leg- 
islation, would offer some measure 
of aid to the American farmer, and 
would assure early passage during’! 
the next session of congress, 

Secretary’ Hoover had nothing to 
say regarding the fifteen-minute con- | 
ference with the Oregon senator this 
morning, but McNary, declared that 
he was “sympathetic and anxious to 
relieve the distress of our farm 
population.’ 

Need Imperative. 

“T still believe in the fairness and 
soundness of the plan,’’ McNary said 
with reference to'the equalization fee 
provision. “The necessity, however, 
of some measure of relief is so im- 
perative as to warrant the sugges- 
tion that differences of opinion must 
bé composed and a common ground 
for successful congressional action. 

“In my judgment, the enactment of 
the bill that passed the last session 
»9f the congress with the omission of | 
the equalization fee, would improve 
the condition of agriculture. At least 
it would supply the basis upon which 
helpful legislation could be _ fash- 
joned.” 

The Oregon senator’s secretary said 
that he does not contemplate aban- 
donment of the equalization fee, but 
is willing to have the farm relief 
plan as passed by the last session 
tried out without such a provision. 


Would Try Plan. 


“If this remedy were tried and 
found to be ineffective or only par- 
tially effective,” he said, “in my opin- 
ion the administration and the con- | 
gress would unite upon an effort to | 
devise some other remedy that would 
prove to be sound, sane and success- 
ful.’ 
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McNary expressed the belief that

LAW IS EMPLOYED 
TO SOLVE CHARITY 
RELIEF PROBLEMS 


How the law is employed to serve 


as an effective agent in solving one | 


of the greatest problems of charity 
relief was related Saturday in a re- 
view of the part played by the Atlanta 
Legal Aid society in the scheme of 
Community Chest operation. 

The review accompanied 
of legal opinions by the society, ren- 
dered for guidance of social workers 
of other agencies of the chest, to the| 
effect that parents and children are 
bound by statute to support coi 
other, and that either parents or chil 
dren failing in this duty toward in 
digent relatives may be sued by 
charitable organization which 
vides the necessary relief. 

“One of the chief causes of dis 
tress, amazing as it may be,” said the 
review by officials of the chest, “is 
the neglect of children by their par- 
ents and neglect of parents by their 
children. Here the aid of the law 
established by the community may be | 
involved.” 

In addition to serving without | 
charge those people whose rights un- 
der the law are endangered by their 
ignorance or poverty, the review set 
forth, the Atlanta Legal Aid society 
gives legal aid and advice to other} 
agencies of the chest. 

“These answers to legal questions,” 
the review continued, “indicate 
only the cooperation produced in so- 
cial work under the chest organiza- 
tion, but also the manner in which 
the agencies of the chest seek to de 
velop the resources within the family 
itself and to make such social and 
domestic adjustments as will enable 
the family to live independently and 
successfully. 

“Many cases asking for relief are 
found to be chargeable to domestic 
discord and neglect. In such cases 
the duty of the family visitor is to 
seek an adjustment of difficulties. 
Temporary relief may be found neces- 
sary while these adjustments are he- 
ing made, but it is evident that the 
chief object to be kept in view is not 
relief but social management.”

Flint, Mich., June 16.—(Special.)—

women drivers aren’t funny! 

He's a man in a position to know, 
too, for he is ©.

Every time a man at- 
tempts to discredit the driving of 
women as a class, he is taking an 
even harder wallop at the men folks, 
whose impatience is largely responsi- 
ble for whatever faults women drivers 
exhibit.

The man really interested In im- 
proving, his wife’s driving should try 
patience, Mr. Churchill believes. 

“Most men are somewhat mechani- 
cal-minded,” he said. “Before they 
have been driving long, they know ex- 
actly what is taking place in their 
car when gears are shifted or brakes 
applied. ‘The knowledge makes them 
better drivers. And it comes so nat- 
urally to them that they are inclined 
to be impatient with persons to whom 
it does not. 

“Women do not as a rule understand 
mechanical things so readily as men. 
It is no reflection upon them that they 
do not. They have had more impor- 
tant responsibilities than driving au- 
tomobiles. Handling a car in traffic 
could searcely be ‘second nature’ to 
the average woman, any more than 
the fine points of housework could he 
so to the average man. 

“Women are only now arriving on 
terms of equality with men, learning 
to do the things which men have 
heen doing for years. Freed of the 
handicap of criticism, they can pick 
up the knack of driving readily 
enough. The trouble is that few wives, 
even in families otherwise’ entirely 
congenial, are permitted to drive with- 
out feeling that they are under con- 
stant and critical surveillance. Men 
fill them with doubt and then blame 
them for reacting in the only way 
they could possibly react to such treat- 
ment.”

In the biographies of the great naval 
hero very little is said about the many 
romances that played a part in his 
life. But the great sea fighter was 
no less prone to feminine charm than 
any other good lever. He came to 
America and was befriended by a 
wealthy plantation owner, and it was 
at his advice that he took his last 
name, Jones. 

It was while he was at the Jones 
plantation that he met Dorothea Dan- 
bridge, his first love, who was a cousin 
to Martha Washington. He stole her 
from Patrick Henry who was a widow- 
er and very much in love with this 
young girl. 

While in Paris Benjamin Franklin 
introduced him to quite a number of 
people who played a short-lived part 
in his life. He was invited to Russia 
by Catherine the Great. who offered 
him the handsome post of rear admiral 
of the Baltic fleet. He entered Russia 
in the dead winter in the most dra- 
matic manner, but it was not long be- 
fore he was engulfed in the Russian 
diplomacy that Potemkin had mapped 
out for him. He fought his way final- 
ly out of the web but he was a ruined 
man and those who had smiled upon 
him now deserted him and he died in 
Paris alone and unhonored—except in 
his own country.

Since Merneptah 
mentions Israel as occupying southern 
Palestine, the period of the Exodus 
must be placed a little earlier, some- 
where in the long reign of Ramses II, 
who was also the Pharaoh of the op- 
pression. It would searcely be worth 
while to give the elaborate calculation 
by which Peters reaches his conclusion. 

Dr. W. A. Shelton in “The Dust and 
Ashes of Empires,” arrives at the 
same conclusion and fixes the date of 
the Exodus in the thirteenth century, 
BC. We are told in Exodus that the 
Israelites were compelled to labor at 
building store cities in Goshen, Ramses 
and Pithom.

Ly hat’s }) rong with the 


By Silas H. Strawn 


President of the American Bar Association 


N THE preamble of the Code 
of Ethics adopted by the 
American Bar Association in 
1908 was this. significant 
statement: 

“The future of the republic, 
to a great extent, depends upon our 
maintenance of justice, pure and un- 
sullied. It cannot be so maintained 
unless the conduct and motives of the 
members of our profession are such 
as to merit the approval of all just 
men.” 

Have the conduct and motives of 
the lawyers of the nation, during the 
last twenty years, been such as_ to 
merit the approval of all just men? 

Before answering the question let 
us first consider the fact that there un- 
doubtedly is widespread, vigorous 
criticism not only of the legal profes- 
sion but of our judicial system as a 
whole. 

In the court of public opinion the 
lawyers of the nation are confronted 
with this indictment: 

1. That they obstruct, rather than 
aid, the attainment of justice; 

2. That they have converted their 
profession from one of public service 
to one of money-making for the in- 
dividuals engaged in it; | 
3. That they have undermined the 


—* 
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very foundation of our government 
by virtually creating one law for the 
rich man and another for the poor 
man; 

4. That they have created and 
countenanced a legal system that per- 
mits criminals to prey with virtual 
impunity upon honest men; 

5. That they have replaced the 
elemental principles of justice with a 
vast maze of technical rules of law 
that are based upon neither right nor 
reason. 

Here and now, as the president of 
an organization of 28,000 American 
lawyers, I not only challenge the 
truth of the indictment, as applying 
to the profession as a- whole, but | 
unhesitatingly assert that the legal 
profession continues to be one of the 
principal and most essential bulwarks 
of our government and of our Civi- 
lization. 

Yet there is some evidence to sup- 
port the charges. 

There are lawyers who impede and 
obstruct justice. 

There are lawyers whose sole pur- 
pose and intent in practicing law is 
to make money. 

There are lawyers with no ideals 
and no sense of public duty. 

There are lawyers who knowingly 


defend criminals whose acts are be- 
yond justification or condonation. 

There are lawyers who thwart jus- 
tice by resort to subterfuge, evasion 
and legalistic trickery. 

There are lawyers who aid rich 
men {to evade just laws and who make 
it difficult for poor men to maintain 
their rights. 

But all of these lawyers, together, 
do not constitute the majority of the 
legal profession. They do not con- 
stitute even a substantial minority. 
They are in. fact, an. exceedingly 
small percentage of ail the lawyers 
engaged in the practice. Neverthe- 
less, their acts and their attitude are 
such as to cast odium upon a profes- 
sion which is, has been, and always 
Should be one of noble purpose and 
high accomplishment for public weal. 

It is to such-lawyers that Chief Jus- 
tice Taft of the United States Su- 
premé Court referred when he fe- 
marked that “a critical Englishman, 
in referring to politics, has said that 
it is neither a science nor an art, but 
it is a dodge. There ts an unfor- 
tunate~ popular impression, justefied 
by certain men who practice at every 
bar, that such is the practice of the 
law.” 

Tad. the cartconist. recently ex- 
pressed the san:e ‘cea in one of his 
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recent drawings. His sketch was en- 
titled: “Lamping a couple of lawyers 
who are on their way to court for an- 
other delay.’”’ It depicted two gen- 
tlemen of the legal profession (de- 
noted by their horn-rimmed_ glasses 
and brief cases) proceeding happily 
on their way to court. One was 
represented as remarking to the 
other: ‘‘My case will drag along for 
three years. It will take that long for 
the prosecution to find the missin 
books.’’ The reply of his companion 
was: “‘My case 1s like that, too. The 
witnesses wanted by the other side in 
my case won’t be located for years, 
I’m sure.” 

One of the bystanders was depict- 
ed as remarking: ‘“‘Nowadays all a 
lawyer has to know is what time the 
trains and boats leave town so that 
he can get guys away”; while an- 
other’s remark was: ‘‘The guy that in- 
vented the corkscrew got the idea 
from looking at a lawyer.” 

Undoubtedly, and unfortunately, 
this is an accurate representation of 
the opinion of millions of American 
citizens as to. the character of the 
legal profession. 

Ridicule of the lawyer is not con- 
fined tc this country alone. Dickens, 
who ws a constant visitor to the 
courts «{ London, asserted that Jarn- 
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dyce and Jarndyce was not an ex- who generously agree to take the case some years ago revealed that from ment and integrity are entrusted men’s 


aggerated condition existing in those 
days. Thus he said: 


‘“‘Jarndyce and Jarndyce drones on. 
This scarecrow of a suit has, in course 
of time, become so complicated that 
no man alive knows what it means. 
The parties to it understand it least; 
but it has been observed that no two 
Chancery lawyers can talk about it 
for five minutes without coming to a 
total disagreement as to all the 
premises. Innumerable children have 
been born into the case; innumerable 
young people have married into it; 
innumerable old people have died out 
of it. Scores of persons have deliri- 
ously found themselves made parties 
in Jarndyce and Jarndyce, without 
knowing how or why, whole families 
have inherited legendary hatreds with 
the suit. The little plaintiff or de- 
fendant, whe was promised a new 
rocking-horsé when Jarndyce and 
Jarndyce should be settled, has grown 
up, possessed himself of a real horse 
and trotted away into the outer 
world.” 

There can be no greater danger to 
any nation than the loss of confi- 
dence by its citizens i nthe integrity 
and justice of the courts of the land. 
The very basis of our government is 
faith on the part of the majority of 
citizens that their rights, their lives 
and their liberty are protected by that 
government through just laws, justly 
administered. There undoubtedly are 
millions of persons who actually be- 
lieve that the possession of enough 
money to hire a battery of crafty and 
unscrupulous lawyers will insure the 
freedom of any crook as well as the 
profits of any rascality. The con- 
tinued growth of such a belief would 


gravely imperil the existence of our 
form of government. 

The fact is that 
never has been a time in the history 
of our nation when the lawyers of the 
country were rendering greater public 


probably there 


service than they are today. Yet that 
fact is obscured, and often complete- 
ly hidden, by the disgraceful conduct 
of a very small proportion of the pro- 
fession. 3 

We have lawyers who 
thelr certificate of admission 
bar as a license to loot, rather than 
a license to aid in the administration 
of justice. 

On the other hand, for every law- 
yer of this kind we have dozens of 
clients who seek attorneys not for the 
purpose of obtaining justice, but to 
evade it. 

There are lawyers whose sole in- 
terest in their clients and their cases Is 
money; men who, like an eminent 
practitioner of bygone days, “‘first 
charge a retainer, then a reminder, 
then a refresher, and finally a fin- 
isher.”’ 

We have lawyers whose entire 
time is devoted to the defense of hab- 
itual criminals—lawyers who know 
and use every technicality that brings 
about delay and consequent disap- 
pearance of necessary witnesses; who 
know in advance what men _ will be 
called for jury duty and which of 
them may be “reached”; who know 
every devious means by which justice 
may be thwarted or at least material- 
ly delayed. 

We have lawyers who obtain their 
clients through the service of ‘‘am- 
bulance chasers” and similar gentry. 
A woman falls in stepping from a 
street car and sprains her ankle. An- 
other is detained for five minutes in 
the office of a store where a gang of 
shoplifters has been active. Within 
a few hours both women have yielded 
to the suggestion of a kindly stranger 
that ‘“‘the corporation ought to pay 
you big for what they did to you,” 
and have been escorted to the offices 
of Roe & Doe, eminent attorneys,

of a 50 per cent contingent fee basis, 
without retainer, and with the assur- 
ance that the ladies ought to collect 
$25,000 apiece, at least. Incidentally, 
Roe & Doe have their ‘‘own”’ doc- 
tors, who will testify to any and all 
injuries , and particulariy nervous 
breakdowns resulting from-‘‘shocks.”’ 

We have, on the other hand, law- 
yers who “adjust” cases while an in- 
jured man is on his deathbed, and by 
the payment_.of a few hundred dollars 
secure the release ci ihe r cients from 
legal and moral lia il:ty of many 
thousands. 

We have lawyers. who are skilled 
and adept in the “skinning” of the 
estates of bankrupts and deceased 
persens, so that the cred‘ters or the 
heirs ofien receive less tan the at- 
torneys. | have in m-nd, for instance, 
the case cf a m7n ' "ed th-ough the 


one-third to one-half the time of our 
courts was consumed in the argument 
and decision of points of law involv- 
ing not the real merits of the cases 
but mere technicalities of evidence 
and procedure. 

In one western state, for example, 
the conviction of a man charged with 
murder was set aside by the Supreme 
Court because the -constitution pro- 
vided that indictments should be 
worded to show that the crime was 
committed ‘‘against the peace and 
dignity of the state’’—and in the in- 
dictment in this case the second ‘‘the’”’ 
was omitted! 

Uncoubtedly such _ technicalities 
Served a useful and humane purpose 
a few hundred years ago, when the 
English law defined 160 crimes pun- 
ishable by death. Now they serve all 
too frequently only to delay justice; 
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negligence of his employer. A law- 
yer of the Roe & Doe type brought 
suit for the widow (a woman unable 
to read or speak English), settled the 
case for $600 before trial, and secur- 
ed an allowance of $300 from the 
probate court. The widow received 
about $200, after payment of court 
costs. A reputable firm of attorneys 
could have obtained at least $5,000 
for her—and justly so—but Roe & 
Doe reached her first... 

We have “political” lawyers, ex- 
ceedingly active in ward politics, who 
reap their reward in appointments to 
receiverships. and in the uniformly 
favorable decisions of certain mag- 
istrates, justices of the peace and po- 
lice court judges. 

We have entirely ‘‘respectable”’ 
lawyers, who by resort to continu- 
ances, technical trivialities, dilatory 
pleadings and unjustified appeals seek 
to tire their opponents’ clients, ex- 
hause their resources and force un- 
just ‘settlements. A survey made 


and ‘‘justice delayed is justice de- 
nied.”’ 

| have perhaps overstressed the 
weakness of the legal profession so 
that it may be apparent that lawyers 
themselves are aware of the justness 
of some of the criticism directed at 
our judicial system. 

On the other hand, merely to men- 
tion all the great variety. of worthy, 
necessary, indispensable, honest, con- 
structive services rendered to clients 
and to the community by. the vast ma- 
jority of the lawyers of the nation is 
utterly impossible within the Iimita- 
tions of allotted space. 

By their own definite code of ethics, 
and by the weight and force of public 
opinion and. confidence, lawyers are 
held to a high standard of professional 
conduct. They are entrusted with 
confidences, the betrayal of which 
would bring ruin to their clients. They 
are entrusted with the responsibility 
of exercising decisive judgment in the 
affairs of their clients. To their judg- 


lives, men’s honor and men’s prop- 
erty. And not once in a thousand 
cases is the trust betrayed. Honor, fi- 
delity and integrity; these are the at- 
tributes, the proud possessions of the 
lawyers of the nation. 

No’man, no woman, no child need 
ever suffer injustice or injury for lack 
of a lawyer. There are scores of or- 
ganized legal aid bureaus, which ren- 
der service without charge, and the in- 
dividual members of the legal profes- 
sion give freely and gladly of their 
time and skill to those whose only 
possession is a just cause. 

No profession is more active and 
zealous in policing itself. The records 
of the grievance and ethics commit- 
tees of bar associations throughout 
the country furnish proof of the vigi- 
lance of lawyers to uphold the hon- 
esty, the honor and true dignity of the 
profession. 

For every lawyer who is dishonest 
or dishonorable, or a menace rather 
than a help to his community and 
clients, there are a hundred who are 
actuated in the practice of their pro- 
fession by the highest ideals, and who 
render indispensable service to society 
as a whole. 

The lawyer, of course, has nothing 
to seil but service; service to his client, 
service to his country and, most im- 
portant of all, service to his ideals. 

Ever since the framing of our fed- 
eral constitution the lawyer has been 
regarded as the leader of constructive 
thought in this country. Lawyers al- 
ways have been, and probably always 
will be, the most potential factor in all 
governmental affairs. It is now cus- 
tomary to call upon the lawyer not 
only to diagnose the difficulties aris- 
ing in all the vast fields of social, busi- 
ness and economic problems of our 
time, but to require him to prescribe 
the remedy for their solution. Why 
is this so? _Is it not because the law- 
yer is presumed to have a trained and 
disciplined mind? He is assumed to 
be able to reason accurately from 
premises to conclusions. It is he who 
locks at conditions objectively, and 
who resolves difficulties on general 
principles, uninfluenced by his selfish 
interests, his prejudices or his emo- 
wions. 

He must not only have these at- 
tributes, but he must possess also the 
will to distinguish between right and 
wrong, the faculty of expressing his 
thoughts convincingly, and, above all 
else, a love of justice and the courage 
to hold to his conscientious convic- 
tions, no matter what the temptation 
may be to depart from the path of 
principle. 

When all lawyers reach this stand- 
ard we shall have better and surer ad- 
ministration of justice. Meanwhile, 
although there is general dissatisfac- 
tion with the law, lawyers and courts, 
there is also widespread disagreement 
both as to the cause and cure of pres- 
ent defects. The cause, for instance, 
IS variously ascribed to: 

The lawyers—The judges—tThe 
juries—The lawmakers—Prohibition 
—ITIhe world war—Woman suffrage 
—The corporations — Bolshevism — 
The 1. W. W.—The republican party 
—The democratic party. 

The cures suggested are about as 
numerous as the causes assigned for 
crime, -corruption, lawlessness and 
miscarriage of justice. We hear ad- 
vocated, for instance, as cure-alls for 
defective law administration: 

Abolishment of juries. 

Abolishment of appeals. 

Limitation of. newspaper reports of _ 
crimes and trials. 

Limitation of the power of judges. 

increase of the power of judges. 

Longer prison sentences. 

Shorter prison sentences and more 
paroles. ess

66 RE you ready all? Row!” 
- \ Once again the reverberating crack of 
the referee’s pistol will send away the 
mighty varsity crews of seven universities for the 
long four-mile grind down the Hudson in the an- 
nual ‘ntercollegiate regatta at sunset Tuesday. 

As the frail racing shells leao through the placid, 
shimmering waters and the gray haze begins to 
settle down on the famous course a drama within 
@ drama will take place while the crews trom 
Columbia and the Navai Academy battle for the 
coveted title. For the Columbia eight, which won 
the championship last June, is coached by “Young 
Dick” Glendon, and his father, known to the fol- 
lowers of rowing as “Pop,” is coach for the Navy. 
This matching of wits of father and son will pro- 
vide in full measure the human interest aspect 
that should go far toward making the coming 
regatta one of the most memorable in the iong 
and brilliant history of the annual rowing classic 

Close to a hundred thousand spectators will 
look on from the river banks, from huge Hudson 
Day liners anchored off the finish line and trom 
the colorful observation train that winds along 
the west bank. Most of them will be cheering for 
their alma mater and many ot the others will be 
interested in the efforts of the Eastern crews to 
fight off the challenges of the stalwart eights from 
Washington and California. But probably the 
greatest heart throb will be found in the oatcome 
of that father-and-son contest. The struggle be- 
tween youth and age is ever in evidence in cther 
walks of life, but it is seldom that we see the 
spectacle of an athletic coach in his early thirties 
pitting his skéll and cunning against a man twice 
his age, especially when that clder man happens 
to be his father. 

Year after year the Glendons, father and son, 
have stood side by side at Poughkeepsie, cheering 
on a single boat they together had brought to rac- 
ing perfection. And now for the first time they 
find themselves pulling against each other, rooting 
for rival boats in that long grind on the Hudson. 

Back in 1903 the elder Glendon began his coach- 
ing career at the Naval Academy, after having made 
a study of the difficult art of sweep-swinging 
while a sculler. He developed what seemed at the 
time rather novel theories in the matter of torm 
and technique; which, however, have proven to be 
thoroughly sound—as many rival coaches can 
testify. And as he steadily rose in eminence as a 
rowing coach,at Annapolis he began to impait his 
knowledge and experience to his oldest son. wha 
had gained considerable fame as an athlete in 
New England in football, baseball, basketball, track 
and swimming. 

Young Dick made rapid progress as a sculler 
under his father’s tutelage, and gradually began 
to pick up the fundamentals of coaching iech- 
nique, as well as the most effective training 

1ethods. Then, as an assistant to his father, he 

showed such marked ability that he began to take 
‘over much of the work. And, finally, in 1923 he 
was appointed head coach of the Navy crews, with 
his father acting as assistant. The “old inan,” 
after years of unqualified success, had established 
the soundness of his methods, and wis content 
to step into the background and help his boy to 
carry on. 
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“Pop” Glendon 


The success of the vouthtIul mentor was almost 
immediate, althourh his varsity crew was oeaten 
by the University of Washington eight in 192% in 
one of the most stubbornly contested battles ever 
seen on the Hudson course. The fellowing June 
saw his magnificent Navy boat sweep to an 'm- 
pressive victory over its rivals from the Pacific 
Coast, while the other Eastern crews came in far 
behind, with Columbia sluggishly bringing up the 
tail end of the procession—game, but hopz-essly 
outclassed. 

The rowing authorities at the great metropolitan 
university immediately becan nevotiations with the 
taciturr young Yankee with a view to having him 
apply his genius to the fashioning at Columbia 
of crews that could bring back the fame that Biue e 
and White eights formerly had enjoyed. And the 
famous father-and-son combination came to New 
York City. 

Many rowing fans felt at the time tnat In go- 
inz to Columbia the Giencouons were .deliberately 
risking the great reputation that they had built up 
so conscientiously over a period of more than two 
decades. It was rather freely predicted by riany 
sporting experts that one or two years in New 
York would be quite enough to convince these re- 
doubtable coaches that it was all but impossible 
to develop championship athletic teams, or “rews, 
with boys who had grown up under the usual city 
conditions of living. Such youths; it was argued, 
could not be expected to possess the native streneth 
and endurance that characterized young men from 
the great open spaces. Nor was the famous Glen- 
don method, which laid emphasis on a long lay- 
back at the finish of stroke, adapted for use among 
any but the most rugged type. 

One of the most difficult factors that young 
Dick had to contend with in his first year at 
Columbia was the inferiority complex that had 
gripped most of the upper Ciass. oarsmen. § Al- 
though many of these men were seniors, most of 
them had never sat in a winning shell. A iosing 
tradition had developed since 1914, when the Blue 
and White had won its last intercollegiate vic- 
tory at Poughkeepsie. This gloomy tradition had 
made such headway in the years just previous to 
the new mentor’s advent that he had the utmost 
difficulty in convincing some of his huskiest and 
most likely varsity candidates that a Columbia 
crew could really be so coachcd and trained that 
it could win a boat race! ag 

But while the varsity men were harassed by 
many bitter memories the freshmen were not, and 
they went to work with real enthusiasm, even if At the 
their efforts were rather crude. The eights took 
to the water early in the spring of. 1926, with the 
varsity displaying good form and watermanship and apprehension ot some of the older men, who had peen 
and the freshmen getting unusual speed out of taught that form and polish should come before all else. The 
“frosh” had not yet acquired even a semblance of good iorm, 
which is characterized by the even swing, back and forth, of 
all eight men in perfect unjson, a careful balancing of their 
bodies so that the shell may ride on an even keel, and a com- 
piete control of the sliding seats that enabie the men to get 
the full benefit of the increased leverage of the leg drive.

As soon as the first year men had got ac- 
quainted with the “feel” of the cranky racing 
shells, Dick began to race the two most promising

Ti:cir form was fine until they were pushed a bit, 
but then a rougher looking outfit, with the endur- 
ance to row a strong, hard stroke at a fast clip, ran 
away from them. Besides, improper condilioning 
for the strain of boatracing may injure the men.” 
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The soundness. of this theory was borne out 
shcvily afterward when the rough and ready 
frethmian crew was lined up against the varsity 
for a practice race along the bank of the Hud- 
sca, near the Spuyten Duyvil cridge. The varsity 
drew away for the first part of the mile and a 
haif sprint, but soon its members began to tire 
and the beautiful form that kept their boat in the 


lead was lacking. Presently the first-year boat came : 


Slam-bang down the ccurse, with little form, it is 
true, but with a world of power in each stroke. 
Wile the varsity continued to weaken, the “frosh” 
crent up, and in the last quarter mile literally ran 
away from them 

What a rude surpfise tor the varsity oarsmen! 
Fow had that boatload of awkward freshmen man- 
aged to win trom an older, stronger, more ex- 
perienced crew? Did they have the benefit of a 
stronger current, out there toward the middle of 
the river? Surely they did not have the storm 
that the big boat had. Perhaps it was an off day 


for the varsity, or perhaps tkeir coxswain nad 


steered a crooked course. At any rate, it was 
probably just a flash in the pan, and so nothing 
to be disturbed about. 

‘But both “Young Dick” and the “old man” 
knew that it was no flash In the pan. They knew 
that the freshman eight was rowing the true 
Glendon stroke and getting ful! benefit from its 
efficiency, while the powerful varsity crew was 
rowing a combination of Glendon, Washington 
and “donkey-engine” or “pump-handle” strokes, 
the individual members reverting to these strokes 
in the excitement and fatigue of the race. And they 
also knew that as the freshman boat improved in 
form and condition it would trim the varsity so 
decisively that the latter eight would much rrefer 
to race with the junior varsity. 

This victory of the rough ireshman crew cver 
the more polished varsity is an indication of the 
vaiue of the “Glendon” or “Navy” stroke, which 
to-day is one of the two outstanding methods of 
rowing. It was developed by the elder Glendon 
at Annapolis and is characterized by an accentu- 
ated lay-back at the end of the body-swing, which 
' gives a decided kick at the finish of the stroke.

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Asked how he expected to teach the freshmen any form while 
the men were rowing the racing beat, with their shell careen- 
ing wildly from port to starboard as its members committed al- 
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swinging back to the torty-five degree angle, the 
oar handle being brought close to his chest at 
the finish. 

In rowing the Washington stroke, the oarsman 
reaches far out, digs his oar In viciously, and gives 
a savage heave with his shoutders. The finish of 
that stroke is abbreviated, the body leaning only 
slightly past the vertical. In both methods the 
recovery, which is the term given to the process 
of preparing for each new stroke, is comparatively 
slow and easy, so that the momentum of the 
shell between strokes will not be checked by the 
sudden shifting of over fourteen hundred pounds 
of live weight. 

Glendon’s predecessor at Columbia had taught 
a hybrid stroke which was, to all intents and -pur- 
poses, the Washington sfroke with some slight 
changes. Indeed, that Columbia mentor had 
spent several days at Seattle in the coaching 
launch, watching the Washington crews at work, 
in an effort to apply the methods in use out 
there to the Columbia situation. So, try as he 
would, “Young Dick” could not get his varsity 
crews to stick to his form of rowing, except in 
the log practice paddles at a slow stroke. Just an- 
other illustration of the old adage, “you can’t teach 
an old dog new tricks.” 

But his freshman crew, unhampered by Knowle 
edge of other methods, improved rapidly and won 
every intercollegiate race that they started dur- 
ing that first spring, climaxing a brilliant record 
with a five-length victory in the championship 
race at Poughkeepsie. The varsity won only one 
race, against a rather weak Massachusetts “Tech” 
eivht. and finished fifth in its event at Poughe 
keepsie in a field of seven.: But it was a “good 
fi:.o," and it was evident that the two Glendons 
had finally made considerable progress with 
even that eight, the legacy of other coaching 
methods. 

Last year “Young Dick’ Glendon solved the probe 
lem of selecting his varsity crew in a unique way. 
He seated the entire freshman crew that had cove 
ered itself with such glory the year before, in the 
varsity boat! But as the season got under way it 
became apparent that the young crew was not quite 
equal to the challenges of older rivals. A steadying 
influence seemed to be needed, and George French 
and Tom Kerrigan, both oarsmen with varsity exe 
perience, replaced two of the younger men in the 
first boat. 

This was the crew that paddled out to the start 
of the Poughkeepsie regatta last June at the close 
of the last season father and son have worked toe 
gether. This was the crew that slid slowly into the 
lead at the end of the third long mile in that 
gruelling battle, sweeping slowly but powerfully by 
California and Washington, while gray-headed Co- 
lumbia supporters in the moving grandstand 
shouted themselves hoarse. This was the crew that 
swept magnificently through that last tortuous 
never ending mile, which breaks so many fine crews, 
and beat off the challenge of Washington when 
those stalwart giants from the shores of Puget 
Sound almost tore their shell apart trying to catch 
the flying sweep <twingers from the sidewalks of 
New York.

There are certain other possible 
causes and cures quite as worthy of 
consideration, if not more so. One 
of them is based directly on the prin- 
ciple suggested by Josh Billings: *‘Hu- 
man nature is the same in some folks 
as “tis in others, ’cept a little more 
so.”’ In other words, lawyers who 
have a living to make are only hu- 
man. If there are too many lawyers, 
and particularly lawyers who must 
substitute deceit and craft and cun- 
ning for what they lack in legal 
knowledge, the courts will continue to 
be congested with suits that should 
never have been brought, with pleas 
that lack reason and justice, and wiih 
appeals that are based only on pretext 
and bare technicalities. Not all mem- 
bers of an overcrowded profession can 
forever refuse the demands of clients 
who insist on winning, no matter 
what methods may be necessary. 

So, while ‘Shuman nature” is what 
it is, the combination of lack of pro- 
fessional skill and lack of clients will 
produce lawyers who hinder rather 
than aid the administration of justice. 
It is certain, therefore, that poor prep- 
aration of too many lawyers for the 
practice of their profession is an im- 
portant factor in producing malad- 
ministration of justice. 

The ease with which admittance 
may be gained to the ranks of the 
legal profession in many states is a 
constant temptation to those who see 
in the practice of the law only the op- 
portunity to make money quickly. In

bition is to become ‘‘criminal law- 
yers,’’ or “corporation lawyers”’ sim- 
ply because of the publicity, or the 
widely hearaled large fees to be ob- 
tained from master criminals or large 
and supposedly soulless corporations. 
Such young men have no conception 
at all of the law as an instrument of 
service to their fellow men in the pro- 
tection of human rights and in the lay- 
ing of solid legal foundations for the 
upbuilding of legitimate business en- 
terprises. 

The continued development of our 
civilization has created vastly more 
numerous and more complex legal 
problems than existed even a genera- 
tion ago. Unless and until there is 
improvement in legal education, the 
courts probably will continue to be 
overburdened with cases that are 
either entirely without merit’ or that 
might have been avoided by sound le- 
gal advice in the first place. 

We have laws today on every con- 
ceivable subject, including many that 
were undreamed of in the days of

Blackstone, such as interstate com- 
merce, aviation, radio transmission 
and railroad, bus and automobile op- 
eration. The general laws of the 
United States, that is, of the federal 
government, with its supposedly se- 
verelv restricted powers, fill a volume 
of 2,125 pages. The laws of my 
own State, Illinois, require 2,500 
pages of small type for their state- 
ment. A single standard work of legal 
reference, not vet nearly complete, 
consists of forty-three volumes, con- 
taining 50,000 paves of comment on 
the law and citations of some of the 
cases regarded as precedents. 

Under such circumstances, the need 
of the public is for better lawvers, so 
that the work of the courts may be 
lessened in volume and increased in 
effectiveness. 

In recognition of that need, the 
American Bar association has sought 
in recent years to bring about a change 
in the: rules for admission to the bar 
in the several states that will raise the 
standard of educaticn and fitness of 
lawvers. 

The trade unions promulgate rules 
governing the time apprentices are re- 
quired to serve before they can be- 
come journeymen in their respective 
trades. Three years of apprenticeship 
are required for bricklayers, cement 
finishers, elevator constructors, glaz- 
lers, lathers, painters and tile layers. 
Four years of apprenticeship are re- 
quired for architectural iron workers, 
ashestos workers, electric workers, 
plasterers, sheet metal workers and 
stone cutters. Five years ot appren- 
ticeship are required tor plumbers and 
Steam fitters. 

I submit that the training of a law- 
yer, who is to participate in the ad- 
ministration of justice and who has to 
do with all the vital questions respect- 
Ing the property and liberty of our 
citizens, is much more essential to 
public welfare than is the training of 
a mechanic. 

Yet it.is true that sixteen states of 
the United States have no general ed- 
ucational requirements as conditions 
precedent to the study of law. 

One state requires only a grammar 
school education, or its eauivalent, as 
a preliminary to the bar examination. 
The state of Massachusetts, the seat 
of many splendid institutions of learn- 
ing, requires but two years in a night 
high school or its equivalent. No defi- 
nite period of law study is required in 
nine of our states. In-.one state, only 
one year of law study is required and 
in seven states but two years are re- 
quisite. 

The American: Bar association has 
urged as a proper standard tor admis- 
sion to the bar a preliminary educa- 
tion equivalent to two years’ study in 


college and at least three years of 
study in a properly equipped and con- 
ducted law school. 

It may be argued, and often is, that 
Lincoln, an honest and capable law- 
yer, attended no college, no law 
school. Buy if the requirements of 
that time for admission to the bar had 
specified what is now proposed, can 
any one believe that the backwoods 
boy who educated himself while earn- 
ing a living as a rail splitter and store 
clerk would have been daunted or de- 
feated in his ambition to become a 
lawyer? We are not all Abraham 
Lincolns. | 

Nothing could be mere deplorable 
than to recruit all the lawyers of the 
country from the ranks of the rich, 
or even from what is termed the 
‘‘well-to-do”’ class. A reasonable edu- 
cational standard, such as that pro- 
posed by the American Bar associa- 
tion, will bar from the ranks of the 
legal profession no young man or 
woman with courage and ambition. 
There are thousands of that kind al- 
readv earming their way through 
schools and cclleges. Such a stand- 
ard will serve to insure that those who 
become members of the bar have not 
only adequate general and profession- 
al education, but the spirit to accom- 
plish what is not easy. It will elimi- 
nate most of those who desire to en- 
ter the profession that they regard as 
a “get rich quick”? enterprise rather 
than an opportunity for a lifetime of 
honest and useful service to their fel- 
low men.

But what of the poor 
client who may be the unfortunate 
victim of the experimental period? 
When we employ a plumber we ex- 
pect him to fit a joint that won’t leak. 
We will not tolerate the inundation 
of our parlors because a green plum- 
ber did not know how to install the 
pipes in the bathroom properly. - He 
must know how. 

The time has long passed when the 
lawyer.can practice by ear, intuition, 
impulse or the mere possession of a 
glib tongue. This is true, no matter 
how great a natural genius he may 
be. The science of the law is too eX- 
acting and the range of human activi- 
ties too great. 

We hear argument that the poor 
cannot atford to engage an expensive 
lawyer and that to meet the require- 
ments of the impecunious there must 
come to the bar practitioners who 
have so small an amount invested in 
education that they can afford or are 
obliged to sell their services cheaply. 
But a cheap lawyer is an expensive 
luxury. The fact is that not infre- 
quently the so-called ‘‘cheap lawyer” 


charges more for his services than the 
capable one. ‘This is true for two rea- 
sons. First, his experience and prac- 
tice are so limited that he has no op- 
portunity to acquire any sense of pro- 
portion as to the relative importance 
of the service performed by him, and, 
second, he has not developed the re- 
quisite moral conscience or ideal of 
professional conduct to overcome his 
inherent predatory desire to get the 
largest possible fee, regardless of the 
services rendered. 

The deplorable truth is that the 
poor usually pay more for blundering 
legal services rendered by incompe- 
tent lawyers than the well-to-do pay 
for good service rendered by leaders 
of the bar. 

The American Bar association rec- 
ognizes the fact that good lawyers are 
not the sole requisite for the proper 
administration of justice. Centuries 
ago Aristotle said that which is still 
true: 

“The best laws, though sanctioned 
by every citizen of the state, will be 
of no avail unless the young are train- 
ed by habit and education in the spirit 
of the constitution.” 

The American Bar _ association, 
therefore, through its committee on 
American citizenship, has been trying 
to re-establish the constitution ‘“‘in the 
hearts and minds of the people.”’ They 
have been endeavoring to bring about 
the teaching of the constitution in our 
public schools, as they say, ‘‘not lit- 
erally by rote, but its historical back- 
ground, and particularly the benefits 
and blessings that it has conferred 
upon the American people.”’ The lack 
of education on this subject extends 
from the schools up to the state legis- 
latures and congress. 

Quietly but effectively this organ- 
ization of -28,000 lawyers, including 
among its members the leaders of the 
bar in every State, is striving to im- 
prove the administration of law. The 
association exerts an inestimable in- 
fluence in the enactment of legisla- 
tion; it seeks to bring about clarity, 
certainty and uniformity of laws, to 
make etfective throughout the nation 
the just judgment of the courts, to 
protect the people against unworthy 
members of the legal professior, to 
bring about peaceful settlement of in- 
dustrial disputes, to simplify and ex- 
pedite court procedure and, above all, 
to make the law an instrument of true 
justice to protect the individual and 
the community. 

The practice of the law is a high 
privilege because it affords the great- 
est of opportunities for service of the 
noblest and most unselfish character 
to society. The lawyers of America 
are conscious of their privilege—and 
conscious of their duty to the people.

Sympathy of Jury Saved Cecil Cainpbell from Cf 
After He Had Killed Wife — Slayer Admitted 
Everything, But Insisted His Crime Was 
the Result of a Death Pact. 


THE body had remained 
unidentified, we might have 
called the murder in the 
Grand hotel last February a 
‘“‘nerfect crime,’’ for it had 
all the appearances of a 

carefully planned killing. 

A couple had registered at the ho- 
tel under what turned out to be a fic- 
titious name. The murder had been 
committed with a cheap hammer. The 
body of the women was discovered 
Several hours later. The murderer 
had departed soon after the crime, 
taking all his own eftects with him. 
As for the woman’s effects, there 
Seemed to be nothing among them 
by which to establish her identity. It 
appeared as though the slayer had 
carefully removed all such evidence. 

But he left one clew—besides the 
body itself—and within a week Cecil 
Clyde Campbell was arrested in Phil- 
adelIphia, charged with murder... He 
confessed that he had killed his wife 
as part of a suicide pact which he 
had not the nerve to complete.

The evidence 
was such as might have 
degree murder conviction, 
a sympathetic second degree 
from the jury. And_ the 
proved. 

The jury and the 
Campbell’s tale of misfortune = and 
accepted his defense—that he killed 
his wife as part of a death pact. He 
admitted that the crime was premed- 
itated, admitted everything—but be- 
cause of his story, and because of his 
apparent indifference to the fate jus- 
tice might prescribe, the jury refused 
to send him to the electric chair. 

So he is doomed to live, as Harry 
Cowan, who shot his eyesight away in 
an attempt on his own life after slay- 
ing his sweetheart, was doomed to 
live. 

Let us tell the story, and then per- 
haps the reader will be able to judge 
for himself on the matter of the ver- 
dict.

The youn. engineer rode aiong on 


‘the crest of his good fortune until the 


storms of a new revolution broke. He 
had aligned hintself with the Madero 
faction. Now Madero was” over- 
thrown and assassinated. Campbell 
was forced to flee the country. His 
fortune was wiped out. 

But he came back. In fact, it is 
said that he won and lost three ftor- 
tunes before he was 30. One of these 
went during the panic of 1907. Such 
setbacks in an older man might have 
been lasting but he was still young, 
still confident, still sure that he was 
destined for a place of power and 
wealth. 

By his own admission, tn 
contracted the first of several miar- 
riages attributed to him. His bride 
was Ethel Siegert, of San Antonio, 
Texas, who, died three years later in 
Colorado. Nothing more is known of 
this his first marriage than _ this; 
Campbell himself supplied these 
meager details of this early romance. 

Another woman came into his life 
about the year that his first wife died, 
but she was not to appear in the story 
until after Campbell’s capture and ar- 
rest. For that) matter, the facts in- 
dicate that quite a number of women 
came into his life. The police claim- 
ed he married four times and that he 
must have been a bigamist. 

In the years following his_ third 
financial misfortune, Campbell . tried 
many times.to come back again and 
attain the position he gained in Mex- 
ico. He tried many ventures, usually 
having to do with properties and de- 
velopments, but never again did he 
triumph. 

This is not to say, however, that 
he did not again make some success 
of his life. He did. He enlisted in 
the army in 1914 at Columbus. bar- 
racks, Ohio, and in the next six or 
seven years moved step by step up-

ward until he was a major in the air 
force. Toward the end of his service 
he held a position of responsibility in 
Washington, D. C. 

He told the police after his arrest 
that he had handled many millions ef 
dollars for the government in war ad- 
justments, 

Many Ventures. 

Much of his service, during his 
first enlistments, was in the coast are 
tillery and for some years he was sia 
tioned at Fort Williams, Maine. li 
was while he was in Maine that he 
met and courted Miss Cornelia Smith, 
of Portland. They were married in 
Biddleford, Maine, in 1916, and sub- 
sequently lived in Washington. Ojne 
child was born to them. 

In the next few years Campbell 
again tried his hand at many ventures, 
By 1922 he had again become a roll- 
ing stone, and another woman was 
with him in the. place of his wife. 
This woman was Mary Lyle McLean, 
who remained with him until the i 
in February of this year, when he let 
her body in the Grand hotel in Nee 
York and disappeared. 

He met Miss McLean in Boston in 
1922; she was a.clerk in- a Droker- 
age firm. According to the records, 
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he married her in Putnam, Conn., 
that same year, though his wife did 
not sue for her divorce until three 
years later. In her suit Mrs. Camp- 
bell cited infidelities in Putnam, 
Conn. 

Campbell worked as a_ disciplin- 
arian in the Massachusetts Industrial 
School for Boys and later, with Miss 
McLean, he was employed at the 
State Home for Boys at Jamesburg, 
N. J. In 1925 he was superintendent 
of the South Windham, Maine, Re- 
formatory for Boys. 

The couple drifted to New York. 
Campbell obtained one position after 
another, usually as a real estate agent 
in the suburbs. They lived in Harri- 

Rye and Mamaroneck, in West- 
chester county. 

While he was 
was impelled to pass 
checks.

She was clothed only in a pair of 
pajamas, and some of her> effects, 
two pairs of shoes, the clothing she 
had worn when she registered, a 
comb, hairbrush and toothbrush, and 
a cheap patent leather overnight 
bag, were found in the room. There 
was nothing that gave any hint of the 
woman’s identity. Her inexpensive 
hat had been bought in a department 
store. 

Inspector John D. Coughlin, com- 
manding the detective bureau, and 
Inspector Arthur Carey, head of the 
homicide squad, made an exhaustive 
investigation of the premises but 
could find nothing else. 

For among the woman’s effects 
the police came upon a bill from a 
clothing dealer in Rye. It was this 
bill, coupled with photos of the wom- 
an, that led the way to the guilty 
man. 

At the store in Rye a clerk recog- 
nized the likeness of the dead wom- 
an as that of a woman who had 
botight a coat for a small girl during 
the holiday season. The store’s rec- 
ords showed that the coat had been 
shipped to Mrs. Robert W. Haskell, 
of 23 Millard street, Lynn., Mass. A 
detective hurried to Lynn and other 
detectives painstakingly combed Rye 
and nearly communities for persons 
who might identify-the woman.

The captive insisted that the crime 
was the tirst phase of a suicide pact 
which he failed to complete because 
he suddenly recalled owing a number 
of people some money. He said he 
made up his mind that before killing 
himself he would pay off these peo- 
ple.

This | brought out 
and, while my wife looked at me I 
beat her over the head until she was 
unconscious. 

“We had agreed that |] 
jump out the window after killing 
her. I went to the window, looked 
out and lost my nerve. Then I in- 
tended to drown myself, but I got to 
thinking about it, and suddenly recall- 
ed | owed a number of people some 
money. I made up my mind that be- 
fore killing myself I would pay off 
these debts.”

Elinor G. Burnham, an attractive and 
well-to-do matron living in New 
York, who admitted she had been 
married to Campbell in 1920. She 
was reluctant to talk about it, but 
friends said she first met Campbell in 
1910, when he was in Mexico. 


It was said that he went off on‘a 
business trip after a ten-day honey- 
moon, and that returning after two 
weeks- he again departed, taking his 
wife’s jewels. Later, various checks 
Campbell issued, among them a 
check for $200 to the clergyman who 
married them, returned to plague the 
bride. 

The prisoner denied that he 
ever known the woman. 
‘I’m ready to go to 
chair,’* he @eclared in 
“The sooner they get me to 
York the.better. I want to 
guilty and get it over with.

On the same day Mary 
Campbell was buried in St. 
cemetery, in Woodside, Queens. 
brother, Alexander, was the 
mourner. 

The ex-soldier 
ten years older 
went on trial May 
Judge George L. Donnellan in. gen- 
eral sessions, with Assistant District 
Attorney James McDonald appearing 
for the’ state and Hyman Bushel and 
Alexander I. Rorke for the defense. 
The defense attorneys had been ap- 
pointed by the court after Campbell 
had stated he had no money. 

Bushel told Judge Donellan and 
the jury that Campbell had killed his 
wife while temporarily deranged. The 
lawyer recounted the man’s Career, 
culminating in a Series of misfortunes 
during the two or three years prior 
to the crime. His eye trouble 
is a sufferer from glucoma—develop- 
ed in 1925, and on top of this came 
two severe blows, the burning of his 
home, and an automobile accident in 
which he was severely injured. 

While the defendant sat with his 
head bowed in his hands, the state 
read his confession into the record. 
Hé appeared utterly indifferent to the 
proceedings. 

He Breaks Down 

Campbell testified in his own be- 
half. . His story, told in a trembling 
voice the while his bulging eyes stared 
hopelessly, held the jury and court- 
room spellbound. He said that it was 
his wife who bought the hammer, 
that on February 5 his wife went out 
and returned with the cheap tool sn2 
had purchased in the 5 and 10 cent 
Store.
